Mrs. William Scott, 31 years old, who 
asserts that her huaband is an employe 
of the Northwestern Elevated, railroad 
in Chicago, went insane suddenly Thurs- 
day night at the home of D. M. Orser* 
a Chicagq building contractor with 
• offices at 148 LaSalle street,- at his sum- 
mer home at .Taylors Lake where she 
had been employed as a domestic for 
the past week, and tossing her five 
weeks' old infant into her apron as she 
would a bundle of chips, began to dash 
madly through the woods, screaming 
loudly that she was going to drown the 
child. 

She was restrained finally after a 

number had joined in a long chase after 

her and Friday was. taken to Waukegan 

.in ah automobile where she will be ex- 

.» amined before a lunacy commission as 
to her sanity. At present she is in a 
very critical condition and is being kept 

. at the Jane McAIister hospital. 

A week ago Mr. Orser went to an em- 
ployment agency in Chicago and asked 
for a domestic. The management 
recommended Mrs.-Scott and she was 
employed at once. At the time she 
had a child four weeks old 'and she was 
allowed to take it with her. 

Everything went well until Thursday 
.night when the climax came without a 
moment's warning. . She had jusc com- 
pleted the dishes after having the 
evening meal. With a scream she 
caught up her child and dashed out of 
door*. 

Holding her apron tightly with one 
hand she clutched-violently at her hair 
with the other and started in a mad 
rush for the woods near at hand. All 
the time she was screaming at the top 
of her voice and repeated many times 
that she was going to drown her child. 

The word was passed quickly and 
Supervisor H. C. Edwards, who lives 
one and a half miles north of. Taylors 
Lake lead a crowd who took up the pur- 
suit After a wild chase the woman 
was captured and was restrained until 
Marshal A. A. MacMillen of Grayslake 
arrived on thtj scene. 

Then she was taken* to ■ a hotel at 
Grayslake where she was kept over 
night. It was necessuy to hojd her in 
restraint as she persisted in 'tearing all 
the clothing from her body.- At the 
same tinj» she continued to scream at 
the top of her voice. 

Friday morning it was decided that 
the best plan would be to take her to 
Waukegan and she was pjaced in an 
automobile owned by E. B. Doolittle of 
Grayslake. — 

Owing to the fact that all^'judges 
were out of the city, she was taken to 
the hospital, the, authorities believing 
that she waB Buffering more, from ner- 
vous breakdown than any other malady. 
. Saturday morning Sheriff Green re- 
ceived word that Mr. Scott was in the 
city and he, with Mr. Edwards of 
Grayslake, went to the hospital accom- 
panied by the husband. 

Then ensued one of the most affect- 
ing scenes imaginable. The Voman 
who throughout the night had been a 
raving maniac, had calmed herself, and 
was much improved. . She recognized 
the footstep of her husband, even be- 
fore he entered the ward at the hospi- 
tal, and when he stepped in, with one 
wild cry she sat up in her bed, with her 
• five-week-old boy in her arms and held 
. out her hands for her husband. 

The two men who had accompanied 
the husband to the hospital discreetly 
withdrew, not wishing to spoil their 
moment of happiness by their presence. 
Then ensued a long talk between the 
two and as a result-Mrs. Scott will be 
able to leaye the hospital and- return to 
her home in Chicago. 

According to those who witnessed the 
preliminaries, a more happy couple 
than, the reunited Scotts would be hard 
to find.

FOUND DEAD ON CAMPUS 

Max Markwell, Wealthy Resident of High- 
land Park ComniitU Suicide 

The body of Max M. Markwell, a 
wealthy Highland Park man, was found 
Friday afternoon on the athletic field 
of Northwestern university with a bul- 
let through the head. Markwell com- 
mitted suicide because of illness that 
had made his life a burden. 

Markwell was vice-president of the 
Chicago Mercantile company. He had 
not been at his office, 105 South Wabash 
avenue, since a nervous breakdown in 
November. He left his residence at -3 
o'clock in the afternoon to take a walk. 
He auid he was feeling -well and the 
nurse who usually looked after him did 
not accompany him. The next heard 
of him by his family was when the 
Eyanstoh police notified them ''that he 
had committed suicide. 

The suicide ended preparations Mark- 
well's family had been making to take 
a trip to Europe beginning on May 11. 
They had planned to attend the corona- 
tion of George V. 

Mr. Markwell, who was born in Mil 
waukee and for years was a traveling 
salesman for a firm there, came to Chi- 
cago in 1898 and engaged in the milli- 
nery business. 

He suffered'' f rom a nervous break- 
down last November and spent the fol- 
lowing month at Atlantic City, N. J. 
Later he went to Plnehurst, N. C. 
where his condition improved. 

A month ago he returned home and 
took daily walks, accompanied by a 
nurse. 

Mr. Markwell is survived by his 
widow and one son, Robert, 15 years 
old. He was a member of the advisory 
board of the Jewish Agricultural Aid 
society, and was a member of the 
Standard and Ravisloe clubs.

Northwestern farmers are planning 
to make a demonstration against the 
Canadian trade bill before the senate 
committee on finance the latter part of 
the present week. 

The arrangements for this affair are 
in the hands of Senators McCumber 
and Smoot, who are bitterly opposed to 
the agreement. The farmers' invasion 
wap planned some weeks ago. The 
Grangers of the northwest deluged 
their representatives in congress with 
protests against the Canadian bill and 
finally one of them suggested that the 
farmers should appear there in person. 
Northwestern senators and representa- 
tives approved the idea, and now the 
announcement is made that the»end of 
the week will witness the arrival in 
Washington of two train loads of farm- 
ers, each and every one of them guar- 
anteed to be a real agraian. 

If the farmers' invasion realizes the 
expectation's of those who have charge 
of the arrangements it will be one of 
the most picturesque affairs ever 
Btaged before a committee of congress. 
According to the two senators the dek- 
gations, comprising 300 or more, will 
be made up exclusively of farmers, who 
want to tell the senate through the 
committee of finance that the ratifica- 
tion of the Canadian agreement would 
be a bad thing for the agricultural 
states of the middle and northwest. 

There are persons in Washington un- 
kind enough to say that the farmers' 
invasion will prove a disappointment to 
those behind the movement. They pre- 
dict that the delegation will be made up ^™ 
in the main of professional agricultur- 
ists and former officeholders. For ex- 
ample, it is pointed out that the Gran- 
gers from North Dakota will be headed 
by former Senator Henry C. Hans- 
brough of that state, who will 
as spokesman for farmers, but 
really not a farmer himself.

A cattle feeding experiment w't Q 
seven lots of cattle, covering a period* 
of 136 days, has recently been com- 
pleted at the agricultural college of 
the University of Illinois. 

The cattle were carefully divided In- 
to seven uniform lots of ten each and 
placed under similar conditions, ex- 
cept for tho difference In feed.. The 
cattle used in the experiment were not 
of good quality and would not have 
graded better than medium feeders on 
the market when started on experi- 
ment feed. At that time they were 
valued at $4.90 per hundredweight in 
the feed lots. The rations used wero 
various combinations of broken ear 
corn, cottonseed meal, silage, clover 
and alfalfa hay and corn stover. The 
results of the test indicate that when 
these feeds are valued at the follow- 
ing prices: Corn, 10 cents per bushel; 
cottonseed meal, $28 per ton; silage, 
$3.50 per ton; alfalfa .hay, $16 per 
ton; clover, $10 per toni and corn sto- 

SOME LESSONS IN 
GERMAN RURAL LIFE 

By ALBERT N. HUME. 
Assistant Professor In Crop Produc- 
tion, University of Illinois. 

Broadly speaking, there are two 
phases of agricultural improvement: 

(1) the Improvement of farms, and, 

(2) tho improvement of farmers. It is 
obvious to some people that tho im- 
provement of farms must be looked 
after by the farmers themselves. It is 
not quite so obvious perhaps, to some 
other people, that tho Improvement of 
farmers, if it is looked after at all,* 
will bo also looked after by the farm- 
ers themselves. 

The Germans have long recognized 
both phases "of this problem. German 
fnrms are Indeed well looked after;

they produce ns an average twice as 
much wheat per acre as do farms In 
the United States, Tho wisest of the 
kings of Germany and the shrewdest 
of her statesmen have well discerned 
the necessity of making and keeping 
their nation as nearly' as possible, ag- 
riculturally Independent It is evident 
to a casual/observer that the wisest 
ones desire to place tho country In 
tho front rank Industrially, and at tho 
same time not weaken her agriculture. 
If this can be fully accomplished, as it 
already is In part, thero will be many 
people In Germany, many soldiers for 
tho Germany army, and the German 
people will be. vigorous because well 
reared and well nourished. In the 
United States we do not . yet know 
how to feed a great nation of 70,000,- 



ver, $2.50 por ton, the" most economical 
roughage to use with broken car corn 
and cottonseed meal is alfalfa hay. 
Lot C, which received broken ear corn, 
cottonseed meal and alfalfa hay, made 
an average dally gain of 2.87 pounds 
at a cost of $6.72 per 100 pounds gain. 
The final value of this lot as placed 
on them by experts from Chicago was 
$G per hundredweight In tho lot, which 
leaves a profit of $9.78 per head. It 
was shown that when corn silage wns 
added to]thls ration, as in lot 1, tho 
capacity for broken ear corn and alfal- 
fa was greatly reduced, with a result- 
ing lower average daily gain and con- 
sequent lower finish and lower final 
valuation. The profit on this lot was 
$4.41 per steer. A further study of tho 
results shows that when properly sup- 
plemented with cottonseed meal, corn 
silage is a more economical roughage 
than a combination of either corn 
silage and clover hay or corn . sllngo 
and corn stover. 

000 peoplo In an area not specially 
favored for richness of soil; the Ger- 
mans are well fed, too, though their 
food costs them less than ours." 

Germany looks after her farms In 
part by getting what sho can, and by 
keeping what she gets. She exports 
mainly sugar, about 2,000,000 pounds 
yearly; and she knows, at least her 
wise ones know, thnt sugar is made 
out or air and water and sunshine, 
and that German soils arc not made a 
what poorer by exports in round num- 
United States Imports In round num. 
bers twice as much sugar as Germany 
exports and our soils are not richer 
therefor. Another source of income to 
Germany is her potassium mines. In 
these mines tho nntlon has a prac- 
tical monopoly of the world's supply 
of potassium salts for fertilizer. These 
potassium mines, In the vicinity of 
Stassfurt, .'Germany, in 1909 produced 
nround 70,000,000 tons of raw potas- 
sium Baits. One-fourth of this mate- 
rial, after being refined, comes to the 
United States. Tho total value of the 
potassium output of Germany In 1909 
was $29,000,000. According to this tho 
vnlue of tho proportion coming to the 
"United States was $7,250,000. It is es- 
timated that Germany has enough of 
theso fertilizer salts to last 190,000 
years. If this be true tho nation has 
a mine of wealth In her potassium ex- 
ports and thoso exportation** do not 
depletp the fertility of her land. 

It is true that Germany does not 
feed her great population without Im- 
portatlon of grain. While sho exports 
sugar and potassium, she imports 
wheat and Indian corn. Of the former 
sho imports 81,000,000 bushels annual- 
ly, though sho raises for herself more 
than '50 per cent more than she lm- 
ports. Of Indian corn, Germany im- 
ports -37% million bushels annually, 
and raises none whatever— none at 
least worth tabulating. 

But the Important thing In this par- 
ticular connection Is that Germany 
conserves her agricultural resources- 
true, sho has to do so. -But In tho 
main she exports things ,thnt do not 
deplete her national, supply of plant 
food, and imports grain enormously 
bringing with it tho phosphorus and 
other plant foods contained theroin. 

Germany Is economical of Jand 
Thero Is sUU a little unutilized space 
In the country that might bo cultl- 
vated, but very little. Tho hillsides 
are made Into splendid forests. Near- 
ly all of the 35,000,000 acres of Ger- 
man forest land is better suited for 
growing trees than -anything else, but 
it Is not therefore wasted; tho hill- 
sides are not loft hare to bo washed 
into the rivers. Moreover the forests 
are protected by tho ntato, and timber 
an well as other resources is conserv- 
ed. Thus it Is a national and a pri- 
vate resource, in fact! nearly a third 
of the forest lands in Germany are 
owned by the state. Even state-owned 
resources aro better than none at alt 
ore they not? '

Churches and Tuberculosis. 
Statistics showing how serious a 
problem tuberculosis Is to the ordi- 
nary church congregation havo been 
Issued by tho National Association for 
the Study and Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis. From reports received from 
over 725 churches, with a membership 
of over 312,000 communicants of 
twenty denominations, nnd from 208 
cities nnd towns In 12 statos In varl-. 
ous parts of tho country, out of nearly 
7,000 deaths in 1910, over 700 or 10 
per cent., were caused by tuberculosis. 
This means 2.24 deaths for overy thou- 
sand members or communicants. 
While tho percontnge of deaths from 
tuberculosis compared with other dis- 
eases is not higher In tho churches, 
according to these figures, than In tho 
country at large, tho tuberculosis , 
death rate, as shown by tho church, 
returns, is higher por thousand com- 
municants than that for tho general 
population in tho registration area of 
the United Stntes, which tho census 
bureau gavo as 1.C7 In 1909.

ring tho' past few years.' Inci- 
dentally, thlB object lesson under 
virtual war conditions ' has an- 
swered not a fow of tho criticisms recontly made 
against Undo Sam's military establishment In 
speeches in congrcsB. Indeed, this hasty rendez- 
vous in -Texas discounted to a great extent", as 
nothing could, tho chiof bug-a-boo of tho recent 
• alarmist utterancos,— namely tho alleged handicap 
sustained in having our ;flghting forces scattered 
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. all oyer the country at widely separated mili- 
tary post8. 

- Extreme, mobility, which in the case of tho 
American army has been so strikingly put to 
the test by tho double quick advance on tho 
Illo Grande, is tho ono attribute above all 
others for whlch^our military experts havo 
been working ever since the Spanish-American 
war. Tho United States needs a mobilo 
armed force as does no other nation on tho 
globe. Indeed, it Is absolutely imperative. 
Tho explanation Is found, of course, in tho 
Immenso extent of the republic and our far- 
flung coast lino. To protect so extensive a 
territory needs an armed force that can move 
with extreme rapidity from place to place. Tho 
fact that broad oceans separate us from tho 
nations that, in tho event of trouble, would 
provo our most formidable foeB, presumably 
Insures us reasonnblo warning of attempted 
invasion but even with this leeway It needs 
quick-moving soldiery to rush at short notice 
to nny threatened point of attack. 

The circumstanco that the rushing of troops 
to- our southern boundary left tho Atlantic 
coast virtually unprotected is being made nn 
argument for a larger regular army by tho 
advocates of such an organization. However, 
our military experts havo not waited, upon a 
larger army to perfect a stato of military pre- 
paredness. 

But whatever tho merits of this question of 
a largo standing army tho military experts 
have not waited upon its solution. They have 
gone right ahead, bonding every energy -to 
make a forco of considerably less than 100,000 
men equal in emergency to a body of soldiery 
several times as numerous. To that end Uncle 
Barn's soldiery, with 'duo acknowledgement of 
tho modern tendency of specialization, havo 
been rendered as versatile as possiblo In tho 
arts of warfare. And, best of all, thero has 
been cultivated the; "llro alarm" propensity to 
cut and run for a scene of trouble at tho 
shortest warning. In their part of tho pre- 
parations, too, the ndmini8trativo officials in 
every branch of tho army have kept constant- 
ly in mind this aim- andTmrposo. 

Of all the preparations for war which havo, 
gono forward under a clear sky perhaps the 
most wonderfurtiave had to do with tho trans- 
portation arrangements*. Our military experts 
havo awakened to tho fact* that tho United 
States is tho greatest railroad country In tho 
world and that oven in the event of tho moat 
serious conflict It Is unlikely that many of 
these communicative lines would bo seriously 
Interfered with; Why not 'then, make these 
annlhllntors of time and r.*nr n n •nlM'n— : "-- 
set. Indeed It Is Imperative to do so If the 
array is to bo rendered a mobile force, for no 
other utility can Bervo as tho twentieth cen- 
tury substitute for^tho forced marches of oth- 
er clays. Consequently, whereas European na- 
tions, with their circumscribed areas and per- 
fect highways havo been experimenting with 
military automobiles and other innovations bur 
war department officials havo been wrestling 
with tho problems of tho make-up and han- 
dling of. troop trains, and designing special 
kitchen cars and hospital cars and the like. 
The first try-out of tho plans that havo been 
In the making these past dozen years has como 
in tho case of the recent hurried advanco to 
Texas. 

If a chnnco visitor could havo been In Wash- 
ington In tho early days of tho Spanish war 
and -then again when tho recent hurry cnll to 
the Gulf coast was given ho could not fall to 
bo Impressed with tho contrast.-rtho turmoil 
and confusion of 1908 with tho well-oiled pre- 
cision of tho -present execution of prearranged 
plans. That 20,000 men. could bo moved a dls-

tors, but in even greater degreo Is It evldonco 
of tho valuo of that comparatively new insti- 
tution, tho U. S. Army War College. Tho news- 
paper-reading public has been told repeatedly 
these past few years that It is tho special prov- 
ince of the officers detailed to duty In tho^great 
red brick building, overlooking tho Potomac 
in Washington, to have on hand and to keep 
constantly up to date detailed plans of cam- 
paign for use In tho event of war with any 
other nation. However, tho present Instance 
affords tho country at largo Its first real ex- 
amplification of tho practical valuo of tho In- 
formation that is kept under such close guard 
in tho plan vault and tho map rooms of tho 
War College. 

It was shown by the rapidity with which or- 
ders worn formulated and Issued for this sud- 
den* ^movement of the largest body of troops 
that has-been handled at any ono tlmo sinco 
tho Spanish war that tho War College hOB de- 
pendable information as to just what can bo 
expected of tho railroads in an emergency. 
This showed, too, the wisdom of Undo Sam's 
policy of keeping his war plans up to tho mln- 
uto by revising them every timo thero Is a 
change of railroad schedules for, in this in- 
stance, most of tho troops traveled by regular 
trains Instead of by special trains and the lat- 
ter would presumably be resorted to only In 
tho ensb of extreme emergency. 

Another feature of the plans for tho array In 
action for which tho' big trek to Texas has 
proven a most benoflclal dress rehearsal is that 
which contemplates reliance upon tho tele- 
graph system of tho country In tho movement 
of troops. Tho use of tho network of wires 
covering tho continent, in tho event "of war, 
has been tho subject of studyon tho part of- 
tho military exports that has gono hand In 
hand with tho Investigation as to how tho rail- 
road arrangempnts could bo mndo to promoto 
the mobility of the military force. This work- 
ed out Just as anticipated the day orders woro 
issued for tho advance to Texas and there 
poured into the department a continual stream 
of telegrams that kept tho officials advised in 
dotail as to tho movement of every body of 
troops headed for tho rendezvous In the Lono 
Star State. 

it may be a trifle early to talk about tho les- 
son's to be drawn from this taste of war but 
one is already apparent It emphasizes that 
tho field artillery yet has a very important 
place in our military paraphernalia. Thero has 
been a disposition on tho part of aorao people, 
of late years, to regard any considerable 
amount of field artllery as not tho most useful 
equipment for the American army. Such advo- 
cates, took tho v.lew that Undo Sam ought to 
put his money into heavy coast, dofenso guns 
just ns ho is concentrating his , naval expend!-, 
turo upon battleships of tho heaviest class. \ 
However, tho unexpected call to Toxas, emph'a- . 
sizing ns.it did, vistas of; trouble that had been 
completely overlooked in contemplation of the 
"yellow peril," called attention to tho possible 
soro need for ample field artillery .under car-

might prove as Invaluable In tho mountains of 
Mexico as they havo under somewhat similar 
conditions in tho Philippines. 

Similarly tho conditions existing at tho sceno 
of the present campaign are such as to empha- 
sizo tho fact thnt there is yet a very Important 
sphere for tho cavalry in tho army. 
It as though the crisis In this unexpected quar- 
ter were a providential answer to the argu- 
ments of those persons in 'and out of official 
life who have been urging in recent yearB 
that tho' foot-soldier should bo practically tho 
wholo thing In our military complement It 
must bo. apparent to everybody who Is even 
casually conversant with geographical condi- 
tions that if Uncle Sam Is to keep peace "From 
tho Canal to Canada" ho will havo need of a 
considerable cavalry force and a forco pro- 
vided with tho best possiblo class of mounts. 
There aro mountainous localities in tho region 
, to tho south of, us where only cavalry could 
operate successfully. Neither automobiles nor 
yet aeroplanes would servo as a substitute. 
And Incidentally It may bo noted that conditions 
on the Mexican border havo afforded an op- 
portunity much earlier than was anticipated to 
test tho practical military valuo of tho airship. 
The servlcabillty of tho sky craft for scouting 
operations ought to be pretty well attested cro 
tho troops return to their homo stations. 

No better theater of war, real or mimic, than 
tho southwest could be chosen for demon- 
strating the progress mndo during tho past few 
years, both In tho methods and equipment of 
tho U. S. Signal corps. The general public, 
with Its craving for tho spectacular, has heard 
most regarding tho introduction of tho aero- 
plane as a ut on F,il of* warfare but as a matter 
of fact tho Signal Corps has recently intro- 
duced Innovations far moro Important from a 
military standpoint than tho aerial scouts, and 
these communicative utilities and novelties for 
day and night signaling would obviously provo 
especially valuable in rough country where 
there are few oxlstlng telophono or telegraph 
wires and whore the erection of such lines 
would bo difficult and expensive The Signal 
Corps Is fully abreast of, tho times fnnd of tho 
military establishment of any other nation) in 
its experiments with wireless telegraphy and 
wireless telephony and It has developed sotno 
very Ingenious expedients for tho uso of rap- 
idly moving forces in tho field,— as for Instance, 
the nuto-telegraph car or. telephone and tele- 
graph station on wheels - and tho apparatus 
which enables a mounted trooper to lay or reel 
in a telophono wlro automatically while his 
horso is at full gnllop, the rider meanwhile con- 
tinuing telephone conversation over this clastic 
wire. 

It Is expected that when tho Joint operations 
of tho army and navy in tho south have passed 
Into history tho record of operations will af- 
ford argument ono way or another as to what • 
shall bo done With tho U. S. Marino Corps. 
Our readers will recall that this forco, the "sol- 
diers of tho navy" has been for sonic time past 
a bone of contention In service. and official cir- 
cles. Many persons have contended for years 



past that this body of sea soldiers who aro pre- 
sumably no longer needed on our warships as 
they were in the days when most of tho sailors 
wero foreigners, should be transferred to the 
army. Some time ago all tho marines were ta- 
ken off the warships, but later by order of con- 
gress they had to bo restored. Now that hun- 
dreds of the marines are scheduled to partici- 
pate In extensive land operations, — either inde- 
•• pendently or In conjunction with the soldiery of 
s the regular army— It is hoped that evidence will 
bo forthcoming as to whether or not they would 
render better servlco If actually enrolled on tho 
army rooter. 

Tho "team work" of the army and navy which 
is a consistent policy with Uncle Sam is being 
followed along with other up-to-date Ideas In tho 
operations on tho Gulf coast Co-operation bo- 
tweon military and nnval forces is, of course, an 
axiom with all the great powers of tho world, 
but many of tho European nations which havo 
no very extensive sea coasts have not given tho 
attention to this that has been bestowed in tho 
United States. It will bo remembered that in 
most recent war games on the Atlantic coast 
thero was Joint responsibility between the *two 
arms of the service. However many persons had 
llttlo expectation that such concerted action 
would be advisable when planning operations not 
In reference to a foe. from overseas, but rela- 
tive to possible disturbance in a neighbor repub- 
lic on our 9wn continent In this respect tho 
present activity has proven something of a rev- 
elation. Hut It has been realized that not only 
can tho warships render a service by a patrol of 
tho Gulf coast but are also a factor in that they 
can land for shore servlco thousands of seamen, 
traluod by regular small arms practice for serv- 
lco as infantrymen and light artillerymen. 

Ono of tho marvels of tho recent quick work 
in tho southwest is found in the very creditable 
manner In which the commlssnry department 
has met the responsibilities suddenly thrust up- 
on It. Here again there has been most gratify- 
ing contrast to tho conditions of tho .Spanish 
war period, but it must bo. remembered that 
Uncle Sam has mado very tangible progress 
theso past fow years In the very vjtal problems 
of subsisting troops in tho field. The army has 
mado most advantageous uso of flreless cooking 
by moans of flreless cookers on wheels, designed 
, to cook tho food while the military force to 
which the equipment Is attached is on tho march 
and to have the meal, plplag hot and ready to 
serve tho minuto tho forco halts for the noon- 
day respito or to plfch camp at night. 

There has been plenty of work too, for the en- 
gineer corps of tho army in this "Texas cam- 
paign" for thero havo been big camps to lay 
out and to lay out such sites in various sizes up 
to a divisional camp covering 800 acres means, 
an Immenso amount of work for the surveying' 
corps and tho map makers In tho field. Tho en- 
gineers aro also likely to find somo opportunity 
for their searchlight work.— including that with 
their new portable searchlights convoyed by au- 
tomobllo trucks and ere tho "war game" la con- 
cluded they aro likely to have more or less prac- 
tice In bridge building. And finally the opera- 
tions of 20,000 soldiors In tho Held cannot fall 
to afford Its shore of work for the hospital corps 
— the moro so by reason of tho effect upon tho 
health of many of the officers and men of §o 
sudden a change from a cold to a warm climate. 
And tho best part of all this practical try-out 
of our military proparedness 1b that not- only 
will the rank and file get experlonco but tho 
higher officers of tho Borvico from Gee. Leonard 
Wood, down, will personally direct or observo 
tho Important movements, thereby learning at 
first hand the tactical and strategic lessons ,in.. 
volved.

Newa of His Drowning While Making 

a Strike Shows Industry la 

Not Dead. 

The whaling Industry upon which 
the prosperity of a few Now England 
ports was once founded is supposed 
to have passed away. No more does 
the odor of whale oil give peculiar 
flavor to an entire township. No long- 
er are pompous rectangular mansions

The arrest of Mr. Tilden, however, 
did not take place until a writ of 
habeas corpus had already been grant- 
ed by Judge Adelor J. Petit, which 
was returned in court shortly after 
Mr. Tllden's arrest. The writ was 
granted by Judge, Petit about one-half 
hour before Assistant Sergeant at 
Arms E. H. Hatfield of the state sen- 
ate actually arrested Mr. Tilden in the 
oillces of the National Packing com- 
pany. 

Immediately after he had served the 
warrant on Mr. Tilden, Hatfield him- 
self was served with the writ of 
habeas corpus by Deputy Sheriff 
Lenkc. Thereupon Hatfield took Mr. 
Tilden to Judge Pctit's courtroom in 
the county building. There he was re- 
leased under bonds of $5,000, fur- 
nished by the United States Fidelity 
and Guarantee company. 

George M. Benedict, cashier of the 
Drovers' Deposit National bank, and 
William C. Cummings, cashier of the 
Drovers' Trust and Savings bank, 
fared exactly as did Mr. Tilden. It 
• was announced that the ruling that 
Judge Petit will make after hearing 
arguments on the petition for the re- 
lease of Mr. Tilden will affect them 
equally with the banker. 

This ruling will decide whether Mr. 
Tilden will be sustained in his refusal 
to produce his books and those of his 
'hanks before the Helm committee of 
the senate, which is Investigating 
charges that the election of Lorimer 
was obtained through bribery. If 
Judge Petit orders his release the sen- 
ate will be obliged to abandon its ef- 
forts to find out whether the books 
contain any entries which would 
throw light upon the source of the 
Lorimer election fund. On the other 
hand, if Judge Petit refuses to grant 
the petition for Mr. Tllden's release 
it means that he must appear befc.e 
the senate and either reconsider his 
refusal to produce his books or be 
punished for contempt, probably by 
imprisonment. 

The petition for the habeas corpus 
writ as filed gave several reasons for 
the release of Mui three men. It al- 
leged that the subpoena duces tecum 
with which they were served to pro- 
duce their books before the senate 
did not particularly describe the hooks 
they were to produce, that It was not 
supported by oath or affirmation and 
that it was not signed by the presi- 
dent of the senate. It is also alleged 
that the powers of the Holm commit- 
tee aro inadequate. 



ELEVEN KILLED IN WRECK 

Train Bearing School Teachers Is De- 
railed and Burned at Easton, 
Pa.— Fifty Hurt. 

Easton, Pa. — Eleven persons lost 
their lives when a school teachers' 
special excursion train was derailed 
and burned on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road at Martin's Creek. 

Three of the dead have boon identi- 
fied. The bodies of six others are In 
the morgue and two male passengers 
are missing. It is expected that their 
bones will bo found In tho debris. 
.Three of tho ten Injured in the Easton 
hospital will probably die. More than 
fifty persons were hurt. 

The train was traveling at a rate of 
SO miles an hour and .when the loco- 
motive struck a sharp curve, where 
men had been repairing the tracks. It 
jumped and ran along a hillside, car- 
rying four of the five cars with It. All 
of the cars took fire and burned like 
tinder. Not a splinter is left. 

Hardly had tho trnln come to a 
stop before flro started and spread so 
rapidly that some of the Imprisoned 
passengers were burned to death. 

Physicians were called from this 
city and every town within a radius of 
ten miles. An hour after the accident 
there wero a score of physicians on 
the ground. They did everything pos- 
sible to relievo the Injured and made 
them ready for the trip to Easton. 

Every farm house in tho vicinity, 
which Is sparsely settled, was quickly 
transformed Into an Improvised hos- 
pital and farmers' wagons wero 
pressed into service as ambulances. 

Willing hands began tho work of 
rescue as soon as they were able, and 
had It not been for. tho heroic efforts 
of the men and women, somo of whom 
wero cut and bleeding from their 
wounds, the loss of life would have 
been appalling. 



Peace Conference to Bo Held at El 

Paso — Plans Will Be Discussed by 

Envoys of Factions. 

Washington. — The reported dec- 
laration 'of Ramon Corral, vice- 
president of Mexico, at Santander, 
Spain, that Americans were foment- 
ing trouble In his country In order to 
f6rco intervention, has encountered 
the disfavor or the United States gov- 
ernment. The state department has 
called the matter to the attention of 
Mexico In order to establish officially 
whether the interview with the vice- 
president, in which the statements ex- 
cepted to are said to have been- made, 
was authentic, as published in Mexi- 
co City. Tho question will be taken 
up by Ambassador Wilson, at Mexico 
City, to whom tho department tele- 
graphed a copy of an official state- 
ment which It had Issued unequivocal- 
ly disapproving the alleged utterance. 
"The department of state finds It 
very difficult to credit the authenticity 
of such an Interview purporting to 
come from a high official of the Mexi- 
can government," the statement says, 
"because tho efforts made to enforce 
the neutrality laws and the disinter- 
ested friendship of tho United States 
for Mexico and the Mexican people aro 
as well known to the Mexican govern- 
ment as they are fully understood In 
tho United Stntos. 

"The department of state has mado 
every effort to prevent harmful mis- 
understanding, and there can be no 
doubt that the Mexican foreign office 
will take prompt steps to repudiate 
and prevent the promulgation of any 
such statements calculated to disturb 
the mutual confidence and friendly un- 
derstandlng between tho two peo- 
ples." 

Tho Interview, according to tho 
Dlarlo, was given by tho vice-presi- 
dent at Santander, Spain. 

El Paso. Tex.— Tho selection of 
El Paso as the place of holding 
tho formal peace conference and 
the naming of Judge Francisco Car- 
bajal of the Mexican supreme court as 
tho federal commissioner wero devel- 
opments In tho Mexican situation.

Tucson. Ariz. — Fighting between 
tho Mexican Rebels and tho fed- 
erals has been resumed In tho vi- 
cinity of Hcrmoslllo. the capital of 
Sonorn, and 10 men were killed or 
wounded in a battle at Horcasila3 
April 25. 



CANTON REBELS BURN PALACE 

Many Are Killed When Revolution- 
ists and Troops Clash — British Con- 
sul Reports Situation Serious. 

Hongkong, China. — A serious revo- 
lutionary outbreak took place in Can- 
ton, attended by the firing of tho vice- 
roy's palace and a battle in tho 
streets In which several persons wero 
killed. 

The fighting between the troops and 
the rioters began when the soldiers ar- 
rested a revolutionary leader and his 
followers, who, carrying revolvers and 
wearing badges, boldly proclaimed 
their purpose, and surrounding tho 
viceroy's palace and after setting It 
afire interfered with the efforts of oth- 
ers to extinguish tho flames. 

The revolutionaries were armed 
with rifles and bombs and fought des- 
perately. Several were killed and 
many arrested. 

The troops were commanded by Ad- 
miral LI, and they suffered consider- 
ably, n colonel being among those 
wounded. The soldiers finally got con* 
trol of the situation and energetic 
measures to prevent another outbreak 
were taken. 

The fire at the palace burned for 
two hours, doing great damage. Tho 
viceroy escaped unharmed.

Bangor, Me. — Property valued at 
$0,000,000 was destroyed, hundreds of 
peoplo made homeless and almost tho 
entire business section of the city 
devastated by a fire which raged here 
for seven hours. Tho flames started 
on Broad street, near Union, close by 
the junction of the Penobscot river 
and the Keuduskeng stream, and, 
fanned by a heavy wind, swept north- 
ward for blocks. 

The efforts of the flro department 
from tho time the fire started wero 
absolutely futile. Tho flames swept 
north along Broad street from Union, 
then jumped tho Kenduskeug stream, 
running along on the western bank 
along Exchange street. 

The Smith and Strickland blocks at 
the junction of Hammond and Central 
streets and tho KenduBkeng stream 
were dynamited, in a vain attempt to 
keep the flames from leaping tho 
stream. 

After the first rush of tho fire to the 
north, the back wind sot up by the 
fire Itself fanned the flames toward 
the south, threatening that part of the 
city that at first seemed safe. ' 

Early in the advance of tho flames 
tho post ofllce, on a sort of promon- 
tory, between branches of tho Kendus- 
keag stream, fell before the onslaught 
of the flames. The Maine Central 
railroad was obliged to vacate Its de- 
pot, the retreating ofllco force and 
crews seeing tho buildings engulfed al- 
most before they were out of danger. 

At the start all communication ex- 
cept by the Postal Telegraph company 
was cut off. Tho Western Union and 
the telephone office went early, the 
operators narrowly escaping through 
their devotion to duty in staying at 
their posts until forced out by th/ 
flames. 

For n long tlmo the city hall, at the 
foot of Main street, was saved by a 
slight shift In the wind. Tho Halnes- 
Chalmers block, tho Hodgklns block, 
the FIske building, tho Fairbanks & 
Co. plant, tho Morse Oliver block, tho 
offices of tho Bangor & Aroostook rail- 
road, the offices of tho Bangor News., 
the Windsor hotel and the public li- 
brary were destroyed with many oth- 
er less prominent buildings. 

In tho residential district tho people 
started to move out early, fighting for 
conveyances on which to pile their ef- 
fects. The people wero panic-strick- 
en. Running wildly, carrying all sorts 
of useless articles, snatched up in 
their frensy; they poured out of the 
city toward Old Town. 

Finally, with the assistance of fire- 
men from neighboring towns and with 
the aid of a light rain, the fire fighters 
gained mastery of tho situation and 
the flameB gradually subsided.

Astoria. 

His address was the first of a 
series In which he plans to cvoko pub- 
lic sentiment In support of his poli- 
cies, and he appealed to the company 
of editors and newspaper owners, 
gathered from tho length and tho 
breadth of tho land, to Impress on the 
public mind that reciprocity should 
stand alono and "ought not to be af- 
fected In any regard by other amend- 
ments to the tariff law." 

All talk of annexation he character- 
ized ns "bosh," and said that tho 
United States has all it can attend 
to with tho territory It Is now gov- 
erning. 

He praised tho house of representa- 
tives for Its passage of the 1 agree- 
ment; declared that It would not In- 
jure the farmer nor any special class, 
answered In detail the objections 
that have been raised to reciprocity 
and begged for at least "a kind of 
test" to dispel the ghosts "exhibited 
to frighten tho agricultural classes." 

President Taft devoted tho greater 
part of his address to tho Canadian 
reciprocity agreement 

"If any objection," ho said, "can 
be made to tho treaty on tho ground 
that any particular class derived less 
profit from It than other classes, then 
It Is the manufacturer of tho country 
who ought to object, because the 
treaty in Its nature will not enlarge 
his market as much as it will that of 
the farmer."

Washington. — After 2G years of dlfi- 
heartenlng defeat at the capital tho 
movement for direct election of 
United States senators by popular 
vote scored a triumph that makes Its 
final victory the next logical event 
on the legislative calendar. 

By a vote of 7 to 5 the senate com- 
mittee on Judiciary agreed to report 
out the house resolution for direct 
senatorial election. More than that, 
It cuts out the Sutherland amend- 
ment, which defeated the bill in the 
last congress by stirring up the fears 
of the old state-rights Democrats. 

The committee victory .was by no 
means a party one. it was the re- 
sult of an agreement .between* the 
Democrats and progressive Republic- 
ans. Roll call of the committee on 
tho motion to report out revealed this. 
Voting "aye" were Senators Chilton, 
Overman, Culberson and Bacon — 
Democrats; Borah, - Cummins and 
Brown—progressives. The negative 
votes were cast by Clark of* Wyoming, 
Dillingham, Sutherland, Brandegee 
and Root. 

Practically, the same division took 
place when tho Sutherland amend- 
ment was up. This proposition pro- 
vided for "federal supervision of elec- 
tions when deemed advisable." The' 
direct threat here made on the polit- 
ical rights of " the Individual states 
alienated so many Democrats - that It 
was recognized as too heavy a weight 
for tho bill to carry.- 

Following favorable action by the 
committee, Senator Borah reported 
the resolution to the senate. Senator 
Heyburn of Idaho, asserting that tho 
resolution had been prematurely con- 
sidered by the committee, Indicated 
that he would later on call for. Its re- 
committal.

Boonsboro, Md. — Tho first monu- 
ment to the memory of George Wash-, 
lngton was erected by the citizens of 
Boonsboro, Md., and dedicated by 
them on July 4th, 1827.

bled in the public square and marched 
in a body to a place on South Moun- 
tain/ several miles distant, called 
"Blue. Rocks." The orator for the oc- 
casion, was the Rev. Mr. Clingham, a 
survivor of the Revolutionary war.

Western Kwanrjtung Province — 

Fight Troops, Many Slain. 

Hongkong, Clilnn. — Rebellion, brig- 
andage and anarchy are stalking 
through the western half of Kwang- 
tung province murdering," pillaging 
and burning. Loyal troops are fight- 
ing desperately to crush the uprising-. 
Wu Sum, a Chinese who was edii* 
cated in Japan and has adopted the 
dress • of western countries, la the 
leader of the revolt against the Man* 
chu dynasty. Brigand Chief Luk'of 
Shuntak is at the head of a horde of 
outlaws whose object Is robbery and 
murded. Ofilclal reports and the refu- 
gees arriving from Canton confirm sin- 
ister reports. Bodies of tho slain lie 
In the streets of the* city. Famine 
prices are asked for foodstuffs and 
the shops generally are closed. 

The revolters have withdrawn to 
a great extent from Canton and are 
devastating the country to the west 
along tho West river. Before falling 
back they fought the troops from 
street to street, many persons being 
killed; They attacked the provisional 
arsenal and, being repulsed, gath- 
ered In.nn Immense rice store, which 
they barricaded with bags of rice. 
From the building they threw bombs 
Into the attacking troops and were 
only dislodged when the . bags were 
set afire. Many of the revolters es- 
caped, but thirty or. more died in the 
flames.
